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WHY ARE WE ENDEAVORING 
TO BUILD A COMMUNITY CENTRE ? 


Plans are going ahead for the building of a covered 
skating rink, sponsored jointly by the Canadian Legion 
and the Didsbury Lions Club, but the project is not yet 
receivins the united support of both organizations and 
the public at large. 

This is a mistake, which should be rectified im- 
mediately so that the community will he united in the one 
main objective—a memorial to our war casualties—and 
this only should be the guiding light for the citizens of 
Didsbury and district. 

Back in 1945 the community was wholeheartedly be- 
hind the building of a community centre as a War mem- 
orial, to consist of a skating rink, auditorium and swim- | 
ming pool. The Lions Club was behind the community 
centre plan and proposed to sponsor the swimming pool, 
The Legion was also in favor of the community centre 
and decided to sponsor the building of a community hall. 
Both organizations commenced raising funds for their 
own projects, but the response hy the people of this com- 
munity was not so enthusiastic when it came to donating 
generously to a cause which should have been foremost 
in their hearts—a memorial to our boys and girls who 
died so that we might continue to live in freedom and 
luxury. compared to the peoples of Europe. 

When it was found that sufficient funds could not be 
raised to build a respectable community hall, and also a: 
decent swimming pool, the two organizations, Lions Club 
and Legion, got together and decided to pool their re- 
sources on a neutral project—the skating rink—and one 
one of the proposed buildings of a community centre. The 
members of these organizations were not unanimously be- 
hind the rink project as some were of the opinion that the 
hall was the most important, while others thought the 
swimming pool was the best project to start on. While 
the individuals members cannot altogether be blamed for 
taking the attitude that the money they raised—by public 
subscription—should not be used for any project other 
than which originally intended, it appears that the prime 
reason for any community centre was overlooked—that 
of a living memorial. to our boys and girls who sacrificed 
their lives—and it is hoped that all who have been against 
the skating rink plan will reconsider their attitude and 
forget their grievances long enough to consider the main 
purpose of the community centre. 

What would our heroes lying buried in European! 
countries think if they knew that Didsbury and district 
people were bickering over mere detail of a community 
project which was to be built in memory of them? What 
would they think if they knew that Didsbury could not 
raise $25,000 for a project in memory of their services to | 
free us all from bondage, when they sacrificed their all | 
for us at home.

Miss Ruth Whaley, | District Home 
Economist at Athabasca for the Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture, 
warns against keeping freshly 
picked fruit for any length of time 
in galvanized ware. The acid in the 
fruit dissolves the zinc; and dis- 
solved zinc is poisonous. A chipped 
enamel! dishpan is not the best thing 
to let your fruit stand in either. 
The fruit juice may dissolve  en- 
ough iron or copper to give a dis- 
agreeable flavour. A solution of 
iron or copper in the fruit juice 
means that there will be less Vit- 
amin C too. 

Don't plan to make jelly from 
those chokecherries you picked 
right after a rain storm. The rain 
will have diluted the pection in the 
fruit and you will have difficulty 
in getting it to jeJl. Raspberries, 
strawberries, huckleberries, and 
blueberries, should be picked over 
as soon as you get home and kept 
in a cool place on a shallow tray. 
Wash them only just before using. 

Be sure to pick in small con- 
tainers and handle the fruit as gent- 
ly as possible. Not only will the 
berries be more attractive and eas- 


ier to pick over, but bruising the | «

Chinese agriculture has had to con- 
tend with severe drought for thous- 
ands of years. In ancient times one 
Chinese authority said that there 
was but one way for farmers to pre- 
pare for periods of drought, which 
was that in times of good crops and 
of good prices farmers should put 
by reserves of seed and feed, and 
reserves of cash, so that they could 
tide over the bad times of drought 
or low prices when they came 
along. It appears to me that that 
advice is about as sound today as 
it was when given to Chinese farm- 
ers thousands of years ago.
